It is the general opinion of the 
pu blic that ou r highway bridges are 
costing the taxpayers more than they 
shou ld. Anything which promises to 
give the taxpayers relief, in some de­ 
gree from this heavy bu rden is en­ 
titled to fair consideration. Bridge 
bu ilding is a profession of itself, 
as 
mu ch so as is the medical or legal 
profession. The average highway com 
missioner is not a bridge engineer nor 
is he expected to be, if he was he 
wou ld be in a more lu crative position 
than that of being highway commis­ 
sioner. 


A representative of the state high­ 
way commission, which was estab­ 
lished by an act of the last legisla­ 
tu re, spok e on the su bject of bridges 
at the farm ers’ institu te 
recently 
held in Fu lton. He said in su bstance 
that the most of the 
cou nty 
aid 
bridges are costing more than they 
shou ld, in som> cases fifty per cent 
more than necessary. A plan of op 
eration was su ggested which might 
save mu ch expense to the pu blic. The 
proposition is su bstantially as fol­ 
lows: 
Upon application the state 
highway commission will send a com 
potent bridge engineer, entirely free 
of cost to the cou nty, who will meet 
with the joint committee of su per 
visors and commissioners at the pro­ 
posed bridge site, and will give them 
the benefit of his expert k nowledge 
as to the k ind, size and cost of the 
bridge to be erected. 
When 
the 
size and style of the bridge is agreed 
u pon by the joint committee, the of­ 
fice of the state highway eoiami* 
sion will prepare plans and specifi­ 
cations of the bridge, together with 
an approximate estimate of price and 
material which will be necessary to 
u se in the fou ndation, etc., and su b­ 
mit this data to every bridge com­ 
pany in the state, ask ing for sealed 
bids, to be opened at a certain time. 
This will to a large degree prevent 
combinations between 
the 
bridge 
companies. Altogether the plan ap­ 
pears to possess several commendable 
featu res which conditions, su ch 
as 
distance from railroad, bed of 
the 
stream, together with a description 
of ail local conditions, entitles it to 
du e consideration.
